In accordance with an 
agreement entered into by the mem­ 
bers of the Retail M erchants’ Asso­ 
ciation, the stores in several lines 
su spended bu siness a fte r noon. 
The 
movement among the dealers and 
m erchants to observe the half holi­ 
day was general. 
Thanksgiving meant a fewer nu m ­ 
ber of trains on the railroads and as 
a resu lt a nu mber of local trainmen 
were given an opportu nity to spend 
the day at home. 
Following the cu s­ 
tom established several years ago no 
local freight trains were operated to ­ 
day and a holiday was declared for 
some of the mechanics. 
The holiday hou rs were observed 
a t the postoffice. 
The regu lar morn­ 
ing delivery and colection were made 
in the city and tin* postoffico will he 


Thanksgiving Day fifty-two years 
ago, was a time of genu ine T hanks­ 
giving for the Rev. T. C. Smith, of 
this city, editor of the B aptist Ob­ 
server, and almost one hu ndred other 
Union soldiers. 
In Ju ne, 18 6 3, they 
were made prisoners of war by the 
Confederate arm y and were held in 
Libby prison at Richmond, Ya., u ntil 
Tu esday, November 24. 
On that day 
all of the chaplains and su rgeons 
held by the Confederates were lib­ 
erated and at the same time all the 
similar officers held by 
the 
Union 
arm y were also set free and allowed 
to retu rn to the ranks of the Sou th­ 
ern forces. 
The Rev. Mr. Smith enlisted in the 
Union army early in the w ar in the 
116 th Ohio Regiment as su rgeon. In 
Ju ne, 18 6 3, liis regiment u nder the 
command of General Milroy was s u r­ 
rou nded near Winchester.

C., Nov. 25— J o s ­ 
eph P. Tu mu lty, is a devoted reader 
of The Yellow Book. 
This is not a 
magazine of French 
yarns 
nor 
theatrical pu blication, nor anything 
like that. 
In fac t the pu blic cannot 
pu rchase it at any newstand or book 
store. 
There has been only one issu e, 
a strictly limited edition consisting 
of a single copy. 
The Yellow Book is a collection of 
clippings 
from fifty representative 
newspapers pu blished throu ghou t the 
cou ntry, dealing with administrative, 
political and general governmental 
qu estions. 
It is throu gh the daily 
additions to this book th at President 
Wilson keeps in tou ch with pu blic 
thou ght. 
President Wilson has been credited 
with this keen practice of keeping 
his ear to the grou nd, his finger on 
the pu blic pu lse and his eyes on the 
score-board 
of national 
sentiment 
very closely. 
It is one of his ways 
of following the thou ght of the peo­ 
ple, as reflected in the press. 
The 
President does not have time to read 
fifty papers; at least not every day. 
The White Hou se therefore, has 
a 
clipping bu reau 
consisting of the 
newspapers and two men to do the 
clipping. 
Every evening as 
lie leaves the 
White 
Hou se, 
Secretary 
Tu mu lty 
stops for The Yellow Book and takes 
it home with him, there to peru se it 
u nder the influ ence of a good cigar 
and comfortable slippers. 
In the 
morning he takes it back to the Exe- 
u tive offices and if on the previou s 
evening, he has fou nd any item he 
thinks wou ld be of interest to the 
’resident, lie tells the execu tive all 
abou t it. 
Usu ally there are no extraordinary 
resu lts from either the President’s or 
Secretary Tu mu lty’s reading of The 
Yellow Book bu t recently there was 
an example of what can resu lt. 
A 
story had been pu blished in a m etro­ 
politan newspaper which did not coin­ 
cide with the facts. 
Accordingly, the au thor was polite­ 
ly bu t firmly handed his passports at 
the White Hou se offices and it was 
several days before again ho was re ­ 
ceived. 


GREECE WILL NOT

Premier Says He Will Enter Only

London, Nov. 25— There has been 
a distinct improvement in the dip­ 
lomatic relations between Greece and 
the entente powers, 
following 
the 
presentation of a collective note by 
the representatives of the allies. The 
Greek premier is reported to have 
stated that while Greece pu t forw ard 
theoretical objections to allied troops 
entering Greek territory and u sing it 
as a victu alling base, she wou ld not 
raise a finger against them. 
All that the allies are now waiting 
for is a gu arantee that Greece will 
carry ou t this assu rance. 
On the military side in the Balkans, 
on the other hand, especially so fa r 
as the Servian northern arm y is con­ 
cerned, 
the 
situ ation 
has 
grown 
graver. 
Au stro-German 
and 
Bu lgarian 
troops operating in three separate 
colu mns have entered Kossovo plain, 
where the Servians were expected to 
make their last stand, and have oc­ 
cu pied Mitrovitza, the third and la t­ 
est Servian capital, as well as P ris­ 
tina, and at one point at least, have 
driven the Servians across the Sit- 
niea River, which drains the valley. 
Althou gh the Servians might make 
stand between the valley and the 
Albanian and Montenegrin frontiers, 
they will be at a great disadvantage 
owing to their inability to get mu ni­ 
tions and su pplies, while their op­ 
ponents will have virtu ally everything 
they requ ire.
